39 But this He spoke concerning the Spirit, whom 
those believing in Him would receive; for the Holy Spirit was not yet given, because Jesus was not 
yet glorified.

Hebrews 12:1-2 therefore we also, since we are surrounded by so great a cloud of witnesses, 
let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which so easily ensnares us, and let us run with 
endurance the race that is set before us, booking unto Jesus, the author and finisher of our faith, 
who for the joy that was set before Him endured the cross, despising the shame, and has sat down 
at the right hand of the throne of God. 

PARAGRAPH #20-22 - THE BAPTISM BY THE SPIRIT 

Matthew 3:13 -17 13 Then Jesus came from Galilee to John at the Jordan to be baptized by 
him. 14 And John tried to prevent Him, saying, "I need to be baptized by You, and are You coming to 
me?" 15 But Jesus answered and said to him, "Permit it to be so now, for thus it is fitting for us to 
fulfill all righteousness." Then he allowed Him. 16 When He had been baptized, Jesus came up 
immediately from the water; and behold, the heavens were opened to Him, and He saw the Spirit 
of God descending like a dove and alighting upon Him. 17 And suddenly a voice came from heaven, 
saying, "This is My beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased." 
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Acts 2:1-12 ^hen the Day of Pentecost had fully come, they were all with one accord in one 
place. 2 And suddenly there came a sound from heaven, as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
the whole house where they were sitting. 3 Then there appeared to them divided tongues, as of 
fire, and one sat upon each of them. 4 And they were all filled with the Holy Spirit and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 5 And there were dwelling in 
Jerusalem Jews, devout men, from every nation under heaven. 6 And when this sound occurred, 
the multitude came together, and were confused, because everyone heard them speak in his own 
language. 7 Then they were all amazed and marveled, saying to one another, "Look, are not all 
these who speak Galileans? 8 And how is it that we hear, each in our own language in which we 
were born? 9 Parthians and Medes and Elamites, those dwelling in Mesopotamia, Judea and 
Cappadocia, Pontus and Asia, 10 Phrygia and Pamphylia, Egypt and the parts of Libya adjoining 
Cyrene, visitors from Rome, both Jews and proselytes, n Cretans and Arabs—we hear them 
speaking in our own tongues the wonderful works of God.” 12 So they were all amazed and 
perplexed, saying to one another, "Whatever could this mean?" 

Acts 13:1 - 4 4 Now in the church that was at Antioch there were certain prophets and teachers: 
Barnabas, Simeon who was called Niger, Lucius of Cyrene, Manaen who had been brought up with 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 2 As they ministered to the Lord and fasted, the Holy Spirit said, 
"Now separate to Me Barnabas and Saul for the work to which I have called them.” 3 Then, having 
fasted and prayed, and laid hands on them, they sent them away. 4 So, being sent out by the Holy 
Spirit, they went down to Seleucia, and from there they sailed to Cyprus.

APENDIX G CHURCH-CHURCH AGE 

Hebrews 1:1 - 2 1 God, who at various times and in various ways spoke in time past to the fathers 
by the prophets, 2 has in these last days spoken to us by His Son, whom He has appointed heir of 
all things, through whom also He made the worlds. 

2 Corinthians 3:18 18 But we all, with unveiled face, beholding as in a mirror the glory of the Lord, 
are being transformed into the same image from glory to glory, just as by the Spirit of the Lord. 
Matthew 28:18 - 20 18 And Jesus came and spoke to them, saying, "All authority has been given to 
Me in heaven and on earth. 19 Go therefore and make disciples of all the nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father and of the Son and of the Holy Spirit, 20 teaching them to observe all things 
that I have commanded you; and lo, 1 am with you always, even to the end of the age.” Amen. 

John 14:12 -14 12 “Most assuredly, I say to you, he who believes in Me, the works that I do he will 
do also; and greater works than these he will do, because I go to My Father. 13 And whatever you 
ask in My name, that I will do, that the Father may be glorified in the Son. 14 If you ask anything in 
My name, I will do it. 
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PREREQUISITES TO ESTABLISH THE CHURCH 

Matthew 16:18 - 21 18 And I also say to you that you are Peter, and on this rock I will build My 
church, and the gates of Hades shall not prevail against it. 19 And I will give you the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven, and whatever you bind on earth will be bound in heaven, and whatever you 
loose on earth will be loosed in heaven." 20 Then He commanded His disciples that they should tell 
no one that He was Jesus the Christ. 21 From that time Jesus began to show to His disciples that He 
must go to Jerusalem, and suffer many things from the elders and chief priests and scribes, and be 
killed, and be raised the third day. 

Ephesians 1:20 - 23 20 which He worked in Christ when He raised Him from the dead and 
seated Him at His right hand in the heavenly places, 21 far above all principality and power and 
might and dominion, and every name that is named, not only in this age but also in that which is to 
come. 22 And He put all things under His feet, and gave Him to be head over all things to the church, 
23 which is His body, the fullness of Him who fills all in all. 

Ephesians 4:7 -11 7 But to each one of us grace was given according to the measure of Christ’s 
gift, therefore He says: "When He ascended on high, He led captivity captive and gave gifts to 
men." 9 (Now this, "He ascended”—what does it mean but that He also first descended into the 
lower parts of the earth? 10 He who descended is also the One who ascended far above all the 
heavens, that He might fill all things.) n And He Himself gave some to be apostles, some prophets, 
some evangelists, and some pastors and teachers.

Ephesians 3:1 -12 1 For this reason I, Paul, the prisoner of Christ Jesus for you Gentiles— 2 if 
indeed you have heard of the dispensation of the grace of God which was given to me for you, 

3 how that by revelation He made known to me the mystery (as I have briefly written already, 4 by 
which, when you read, you may understand my knowledge in the mystery of Christ), 5 which in 
other ages was not made known to the sons of men, as it has now been revealed by the Spirit to 
His holy apostles and prophets: 6 that the Gentiles should be fellow heirs, of the same body, and 
partakers of His promise in Christ through the gospel, 7 of which I became a minister according to 
the gift of the grace of God given to me by the effective working of His power. 8 To me, who am less 
than the least of all the saints, this grace was given, that I should preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable riches of Christ, 9 and to make all see what is the fellowship of the mystery, which 
from the beginning of the ages has been hidden in God who created all things through Jesus 
Christ; 10 to the intent that now the manifold wisdom of God might be made known by the church 
to the principalities and powers in the heavenly places, ^according to the eternal purpose which 
He accomplished in Christ Jesus our Lord, 12 in whom we have boldness and access with 
confidence through faith in Him. 

1 Corinthians 12:13 13 For by one Spirit we were all baptized into one body—whether Jews or 
Greeks, whether slaves or free—and have all been made to drink into one Spirit. 

Colossians 1:18 18 And He is the head of the body, the church, who is the beginning, the firstborn 
from the dead, that in all things He may have the preeminence. 

Romans 12:1 -13:7 H beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, that you present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable to God, which is your reasonable service. 2 And do 
not be conformed to this world, but be transformed by the renewing of your mind, that you may 
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prove what is that good and acceptable and perfect will of God. 3 For I say, through the grace given 
to me, to everyone who is among you, not to think of himself more highly than he ought to think, 
but to think soberly, as God has dealt to each one a measure of faith. 4 For as we have many 
members in one body, but all the members do not have the same function, 5 so we, being many, are 
one body in Christ, and individually members of one another. 6 Having then gifts differing 
according to the grace that is given to us, let us use them: if prophecy, let us prophesy in 
proportion to our faith; 7 or ministry, let us use it in our ministering; he who teaches, in teaching; 
8 he who exhorts, in exhortation; he who gives, with liberality; he who leads, with diligence; he who 
shows mercy, with cheerfulness. 9 Let love be without hypocrisy. Abhor what is evil. Cling to what 
is good. 10 Be kindly affectionate to one another with brotherly love, in honor giving preference to 
one another; n not lagging in diligence, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord; 12 rejoicing in hope, 
patient in tribulation, continuing steadfastly in prayer; ^distributing to the needs of the saints, 
given to hospitality. 14 BIess those who persecute you; bless and do not curse. 15 Rejoice with those 
who rejoice, and weep with those who weep. 16 Be of the same mind toward one another. Do not 
set your mind on high things, but associate with the humble. Do not be wise in your own opinion. 
17 Repay no one evil for evil. Have regard for good things in the sight of all men. 18 If it is possible, as 
much as depends on you, live peaceably with all men. 19 Beloved, do not avenge yourselves, 
but rather give place to wrath; for it is written, "Vengeance is mine, I will repay,"says the Lord. 
20 Therefore, "If your enemy is hungry, feed him; if he is thirsty, give him a drink; for in so doing 
you will heap coals of fire on his head.” 21 Do not be overcome by evil, but overcome evil with good. 
4 Let every soul be subject to the governing authorities. For there is no authority except from God, 
and the authorities that exist are appointed by God. therefore whoever resists the authority 
resists the ordinance of God, and those who resist will bring judgment on themselves. 3 For rulers 
are not a terror to good works, but to evil. Do you want to be unafraid of the authority? Do what is 
good, and you will have praise from the same. 4 For he is God’s minister to you for good. But if you 
do evil, be afraid; for he does not bear the sword in vain; for he is God's minister, an avenger 
to execute wrath on him who practices evil, therefore you must be subject, not only because of 
wrath but also for conscience' sake. 6 For because of this you also pay taxes, for they are God's 
ministers attending continually to this very thing. 7 Render therefore to all their due: taxes to 
whom taxes are due, customs to whom customs, fear to whom fear, honor to whom honor. 
Colossians 3:12 - 4:1 12 Therefore, as the elect of God, holy and beloved, put on tender mercies, 
kindness, humility, meekness, longsuffering; 13 bearing with one another, and forgiving one 
another, if anyone has a complaint against another; even as Christ forgave you, so you also must 
do. 14 But above all these things put on love, which is the bond of perfection. 15 And let the peace of 
God rule in your hearts, to which also you were called in one body; and be thankful. 16 Let the 
word of Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom, teaching and admonishing one another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing with grace in your hearts to the Lord. 17 And whatever you 
do in word or deed, do all in the name of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God the Father through 
Him. 18 Wives, submit to your own husbands, as is fitting in the Lord. 19 Husbands, love your wives 
and do not be bitter toward them. 20 Children, obey your parents in all things, for this is well 
pleasing to the Lord. 21 Fathers, do not provoke your children, lest they become discouraged. 
22 Bondservants, obey in all things your masters according to the flesh, not with eyeservice, as 
men-pleasers, but in sincerity of heart, fearing God. Z3 And whatever you do, do it heartily, as to the 
Lord and not to men, 24 knowing that from the Lord you will receive the reward of the inheritance; 
for you serve the Lord Christ. 25 But he who does wrong will be repaid for what he has done, and 
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there is no partiality. 1 Masters, give your bondservants what is just and fair, knowing that you also 
have a Master in heaven. 

Galatians 5:22 - 26 22 But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, kindness, 
goodness, faithfulness, 23 gentleness, self-control. Against such there is no law. 24 And those who 
are Christ's have crucified the flesh with its passions and desires. 25 If we live in the Spirit, let us 
also walk in the Spirit. 26 Let us not become conceited, provoking one another, envying one 
another. 

Galatians 5:19 - 21 19 Now the works of the flesh are evident, which are: adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lewdness, 20 idolatry, sorcery, hatred, contentions, jealousies, outbursts of wrath, 
selfish ambitions, dissensions, heresies, 21 envy, murders, drunkenness, revelries, and the like; of 
which I tell you beforehand, just as I also told you in time past, that those who practice such things 
will not inherit the kingdom of God. 

Ephesians 4:17 - 24 17 This I say, therefore, and testify in the Lord, that you should no longer walk 
as the rest of the Gentiles walk, in the futility of their mind, 18 having their understanding 
darkened, being alienated from the life of God, because of the ignorance that is in them, because of 
the blindness of their heart; 19 who, being past feeling, have given themselves over to lewdness, to 
work all uncleanness with greediness. 20 But you have not so learned Christ, 21 if indeed you have 
heard Him and have been taught by Him, as the truth is in Jesus: 22 that you put off, concerning 
your former conduct, the old man which grows corrupt according to the deceitful lusts, 23 and be 
renewed in the spirit of your mind, 24 and that you put on the new man which was created 
according to God, in true righteousness and holiness. 

Hebrews 10:25 Z5 not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as is the manner of some, 
but exhorting one another, and so much the more as you see the Day approaching.
